The Queſtion 15 the Petition it ſelf : I/hat ſhall we bave 
therefure # 

The Text may be called Se. Peter his General Petition 
toour Saviour for himſelf and his fellow ſufferers. 

Wherein thereare four things chiefly to be conſidered. 

Firſt, That the Anſwer was made to Chriſt forſomething 
he had ſaid before : Then anſwered Peter and ſaid unto him. 

Secondly, The Perſon that made the anſwer, and that 
was S. Peter ; Then anſwered Peter and ſaid, 

Thirdly, The An(wer it ſelf, which is the ground and 
Reaſon of his following Petition; Behold we have forſaken all 
and followed Thee ? 

Laſtly, The Queſtion, which hath the nature of a Petiti- 
on, and (cems to deſire a ſpeedy anſwer, becauſe they had 
forſaken all for his ſake : I/hat ſhall we bave therefore ? 

Of theſe in their Order, And firſt that the anſwer was 
made to Chriſt for ſomething which he had aid before. 

An anſwer cannot be well underſtood whether it be 
pertinent or not, unleſs we firſt know what was ſaid before 
to which the anſwer was made, wherefore we muſt have re- 
courſe to the occaſion contained in the precedent Hiſtory, 
a3 
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a5 it is recorded by S. Matthew, Meck, and S. Luk, 

S. Mattbew faith at the 16 verlſ. of this 19 chap. that one 

came to Chriſt to know what he ſhould do that he mighe 

have eternal life, and at the 20. and 22. verſ. that he was a 
young man, 

S. Luke at the 18 chap. 18. verſ. calls him a Ruler, 

S. M:rk 10. chap. 17. verf. ſets down the manner of his 
comming, and his behaviour, That he came running ve 
earneſtly : And delivered his Petition very h::mbly, for he 
kneeled, and the form of his Petition was very ceremoni- 
ous : for he ſaid, Good Maſter, what good thing ſhall I ds that I 
may have eternal life, ver(.16. | 

He was no Saduce, for he believed the immortality of 
the ſoul, anda reſurre&ion of the body to eternal life, 
which ſome of our new Lighcs have denied, and publiſhed 
in Print that the ſoul dieth with the body. 

Nor was he that Lawyer we read of, Luke 10. 25. who 
preferred the ſame Petition tempting Chriſt and ſaying, 
M:ſter what ſhall I 49 ts inherite eternall life ? 

But he was in ſome points a Phariſee, becauſe he thought 
2 man mighc keep the Law, and d» ſome good thing where- 
by he might deſerve and ob:ain eternal life, 

Our Saviour therefore Oppoſeth an. other queſtion to 
his and ſeems to corre the formality of his Petition v. 17. 
Why calleſt thou me good ! there is none good but one,that is G'd. 
A: ifhe had ſaid, a man cannot do any thing of himſelf that 
i5 good, by which he may merit eternal] life, but when he 
bath done all the good he can, he muſt wholely caſt himſelf 
upon the mercies of God in Chriſt. 

But our Saviour not ſtaying for his anſwer, prevents 
him by way of anticipation, becauſe he knew wherein the 
trength of his confidence lay, namely, in the Covenant of 
Works, do this and live, and though he require Faith in all 
that will be ſaved, yet he brings this man tothe Teſt ofthe 
[ aw, ſaying, If thow wilt enter into Life heep the Commande- 
ments, verl. 17, He ſuppoſing becauſe of his political and 
exterual performances towards men, that none could =_ 
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:m there, askes which of the Commandements? as if i 
= all one to him by which he ſhould be cried. bis 

oung Schollar who hath learned his Leſſon by w: ote, and 
thinks he underſtands it all, when he knows not one word 
of it as he ſhould know- 

Our Saviour therefore repeats the Commandments to 
him verſ. 18. Thou ſhalt do no murder, Thow ſhalt not commit 
adultery, Thow ſhals not ſteal, Thou ſhalt nat bear falſe witneſs, 
Honowr thy Father and thy Mother. And laſtly he adds the 
complement of them all, Thou Hralt love thy neighbour as thy 


From hence ſome erroniouſly trive to eftabliſh the 
Do&rine of Works, or elſe they ſay the Law was given in 


vain. 
But there are many good uſes of the Law, though we are 


not able to keep it. 

Firſt, it ſerves toteach us what the will of God is. 

Secondly, It is a glaſs co ſhew us our deformities, and 
ſo is our ſchool>maſter to bring us unto Chriſt, 

Thirdly, To keep us under ob:dience, that we donot, 
25 too many lately have done, abuſe our Chriſtian Liberty, 
and pretend our Faith when our works are abominable, to 
the publick ſcandal of our Chriſtian Profeſſion. 

But the young man thought if this were all, to keep the 
Commandments, that were an eafie matcer, for he replied, 
all theſe have T kept from my youth, what lack I yet ? But hence 
it is evident that he ſuppoſed there wanted ſomething, and 
that his civil performance of the Commandments, could 
not aſſure him of everlaſting life. 

He had bent the Rule to the ſquare of his own a&ione, 
and thought they agreed very exaGtly : but our Saviour 
ſets the Rule right again us ic ſhould be, and as he hath ex- 

ounded it, Matth. 5. where he ſhews that God requires 
oth the outward and inward conformity of the whole man 
to the keeping of the law, and then he tries this young 
mans ations by the Rule, and there appears a vaſt differ= 


ence betwixt them.

, Our Saviour was nov come to the depth of the wound. 
| But whon th: youn;man beard that ſaying, be went away ſorrow. 
fail for he bad great poſſeſſions, ver, 22, >= 
Gleat rofſeſſions he .migat have, and yet not be very 
Rich, ifthey lye fo far a finder that the charge of keeping 
tiem and the caſualties may oftimes amount toas much az 
tae yearly Rei enues come to,and as ſome lay the King of 
Spains do. But $. Luke takes away the ſcruple, laying, he 
was very rich, A rare example indeed, for a younz man, a 
Ruler, arida ric min, in the midſt of all. the pleaſures of 
h13 youth, the great imployments of his Magiltracy, and the 
abundance of his wealth, to Jay all thoughts aftle, and to 
| tike care. for eternall Lite. His very external performances 
are worthy the imitation of the. beſt men; for aJtiough 
civil- honeſty cannot merite erernal life, yet it 15 very 
commendable, and acceptable to God, and is oftymes re-. 
warded by him with temporal felicity. Aud S. Mark tells 
1s that Chriſt loved him for it, and although he went a» 
way ſorrewtull at that time; it is to be preſumed that he 
came again ſome other time, when God gave hima more, 
through call, and never w.nt away from him forrowing 
any me, 

Gut for that rime doubtleſs a:l thar were then preſent, 
wondred to ſee him come (o cheerfully, and then to de-. 
part ſo fad. It nct- being the cuſtome of our Saviour to 
ſend away any one fad ;, from, him who , came , to 
him in fincerity: as Hiſtorians record of Titxs. the (on of 
Veſiatian who was therefore called Delitie Mundi, becauſe 
he would ſuffer no man to depart grieved out of his pre-, F 
ſence: ' Whenthis young man was gonegS, Mark faith, eſis, 
| oke4 round abort him, and-(aid unto bis Diſciples Mat. ver. 22, 
rerily T ſay unto» you that arich man ſhall hardly enter ” the

Sol cone to the perſon that made the anſwer, S. Peter, 
Then Peter anſwered and jaid; There hath been 21on s and 
eager Conteft becween the Refurmed Cirucaes and the 
-Caurci of Reme Concerning 8, Feters Supremacy over the 
reſt ofthe Apoſties;and fome of the Reformed in 1eat of die 
_. to the undervaſuing of this excel'ent Apoſtle, have 
eſpoted him with all choie faules they find of 11s Recorded 
inthe new Teftamenc. As chat our $a-10nr rebuked him, 
faying, Get the bebinae me Sathan, thou art an offence nnto mee , 
hb for 
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for thus ſavoureſt not the things 42 be of God, but tho[e that be of 
men, Mat. 16. 

That he denyed and forſwore his Maſter Mat. 26. 

That $, Pax] withſtood him tothe face, becauſe he was 
to be blamed. For he withdrew and ſeperated himſelffrom 
tie Geatile:,fearing them which were of the Circumeiſion, 
Gel. 2. 

But theſe men conſider aot, what he (aid of himſelf to 
Cormeliuc, When he fell down at his feet and worſhipped 
—_ Peter took him up ſay ing, ſtand up 1 my ſelf am a man 
Ads 10. 

As S. Fames ſpeaks of Elias Fames 5, Elias was a man ſub- 
Je& to rhe like paſſions that we are. 

The Reaſons for him are not ſo eafily anſwered, for heis 
ſet firſt,and ſaid to be the firſt of the twelve Apoſtles Mat.10, 

Now the names of the twelve Apoſtles are theſe : the 
firſt Simon, which is called Peter, $. Peter is called 73:6 
the firſt, but $. Andrew,the next, is not called 4i74g& the 
ſecond,as if it were onely done for matter of order, nor yet 
was it by reaſon of his age, or becauſe he was firſt called, for 
S. Andrew firſt followed Chrift, and is held by ſome to be 
the Elder brother from Fehr 1.40 ver. Aud one of the two 
which heard Fob ſpeak was Andrew Simon Peters Brother ; 
He firſt findes his own Brother Simzn, and ſaith unto him, 
We have found the Meſſiar, Which is being interpreted the 
Chriſt, and be broxght him to Feſnes, And when Feſius beheld him 
he ſaid thus art Simon the $ on of Iona,thou ſhalt be called Cephat. 

He ofall the 12 Apoſtles had his Name firſt changed, which 

Is 2 Univerſal obſervation , that God never changed any 
mans name but for ſome fingular end and excellency. 5o 
Abrams name was changed, Gen. 17. And the Reaſons 
there given for it. Neither ſhall thy name any more be called A- 
bram but thy name ſhall be Abraham, for a Fatbey of many Nation 
have I male thee. As for Sarai thy wife,thom ſhalt not eall ber name 
| Sarai,but Sarah ſhall ber name be, And ſhe ſhall be s mother of ma» 
ny Nations. | 

And Gen.z2. Facobs Name is changed: Thy Name ſhall w | 

more |

more be called Facob but Iſrael: For as 8 Prince baft thou prever 
with God and with men,and vaſt prevailed, 

$o Simon he Surnamed Peter, Mark, 3. and it is done by 
Chriſt with that Solemnity and exa&nels, tiat no Publick 
Notary could be more exaG in a conveyance to be drawn 
by him. 

For Mat. 16. when #. Peter made that noble conſeſtion 
in the name ofall che reſt, For Simon Peter an{wered and ſaid, 
Jhou art Chriſt the $cn of the living God, YFeſus anſwered and 
ſaid unto bim, Bleſſed art 1h.u Simon Bars Fona, and I ſgy unto 
thee that then art Peter, There is his own Name Simon, his Fa- 
thers Name F-na, and ais Surname Peter. 

And taough he ſurnamed Fames and Fobn Boanerges the 
Sons of Thunder, Mark 3. yet Bellarmine ovierves that Simon 
was afterwards almoſt continnally called Cephas or Peter, 
bit Fames and Fobn were never called Boanergesr, but Times 
and Ibn as they were before, as if it had been racer their 
Title or an addition tiena Change of their Name. 

Again 1 do not finde ten times im the Evangeliſts that our 
Saviour ſpake in the fngular numberto any ofthe reſt ofthe 
Apoſtles, or that any of them (pake to him, and one of thoſe 
., times was when Sim 1 Peter beckned to the Diſciple Whom Feſus 
Ive. ihit be ſhowld ask bim who it ſh:uld be of rhom he ſpeak 
that ſhoxld betray bim. Fob, 19. But uſcall; he ſpake in general 
to tiem all, and ſothey to him, As Mat. 13. His Diici, les 
came © him (aying,declare unto us the Paravle of tar tares 
Gt the field. He an{wered and ail unto them ver. 37. And 
Mat. 14. His Diſciples came unte him ſaying tbis is a deſert place 
ec. But Feſus ſaid unto them ver 15, p 

Yet it 15 not likely that they all C ake at once bur rather 
that S. Peter comonly anſwered and ſpake for chem all, be- 
cauie we read ſometimes where his Name is conceal dwiich 
is by come ctaer Evan,;eliſt declared that ic was S. Fetvr, if 
we (hail compare fF.hn te 18, with Mut:brw 26, But as for 
S. Peter, our Saviour till (eaks to him? y Name, and hee 
onely make; the anſirer,and he ſpeaks toour Saviour, anl 
tiat ſo frequently caat it is muſt Re narkavle, as M7 2. 1.4, 
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And Peter anſwered him and ſaid Lord if it be then, bid me eome 
to thee on the Water. And, Mat. 16 And Simon Peter anſwered 
nd ſaid, Thou art Chriſt the Son of the living Cod. Ard Feſus 
anſwered and ſaid unto him ver. 17. And Tſay alſo unts thee ver, 
18. And I will give unto thee the keyes of the Kingdume of Heaven, 
and whatſoever thou ſhalt binde on Earth ſhall be bcund inHearen, 
and whatſoever thou ſhalt looſe on earth ſhall be loojed in Heaven, 
SoChritt in hisTransfiguration: when he took with himPetey 
Fames and Iobn Mat. 17. Then anſwered Peter and ſaid unto Teſus 
ver. 4. Again Mat. 18. Then came Peter to him and ſaid , Lord 
how oft jh.ull my brother fin ageinjt me, 1 forgive bim. Feſus ſaith 
unto bim ver. 21. And Mat.26. Peter anſwered and ſaid unto him, 


Though all men ſhall be offended becauſe of thee, Tet will I never be © 


Offcnded. Teſus anſwered and jaid unto bim, Verily I [xy unto thee, 
ver.34. Peter anſwered and ſaid unto him , Though I ſhould dye 
with thee, Yet will I not deny thee, ver.35. And Tohn 21. Our Sa- 
viour after his Reſurreftion (peaks thrice to St.Peter faying, 
Simon ſon of Tonas Ioveſt thou mee mire then theſe, ard Price an= 
ſwered and (aid Lord thou knoweſt that T love thee. And this 1s fo 
frequent in all the four Evangelifſts that] have not time to 
repeat tham all, 

Add to this that his priviledges Recorded by them are 
far greater and morethan any ofthe reſt had. For he is ſent 
to take the Fiſh to pay Pole mony for his Maſter and himſelf 
Mit. 17.Chriſt goes to his Houſe and cures his wifes mother 
of a feavonr M:t. $. Enters into his Ship to Preach. Luke. 5, 
prays for him in particular that hisfaith fail not, Loke. 22. 
Watheth his feer firſt, as it is probable,Tobn 13. Foreſheweth 
his death in ſpecial, lob» 20.Apears firſt to him of the ewelve 
after his Reſurre&ion, Luke. 24. The Lerd is riſen indeed and 
hath appeared wnto Simon. 

That be was ſeen of Cephas then of the twelve 1. Cor, 15. 

Again he wrought more memorable AAs and miracles 
than they all did. Hee walks upon the Waters to Chriſt. Mzz 
14. He paſſeth ſentence as Judge upon Ananiss and Saphi- 
ra Afts 5. He preacheth fiſt to the Jews when 3000 were 
converted by him at, one Sermon Ad: 2. He Preacheth firſt 
| co 


all chat were ſick As 5.1 cannot ftay to run, over all that 
might be {aid in his beiialf. 

But | hope here not to be miſunderſtood as if T had left my 
Religion beyond the Seas. Weall blefle God, who hath 
preſerved your Majeſty amongſt ſo many & dangerous pro» 
vocations £0 forlske it,tn hold faſt to the Church of England 
as it was Eftabliſhed and mainta'ned by King Exward 
Queen Elizabeth, King Fames, And King Charles, Your 
Martyred Father, all et ever blefled Memory. And your 
Subje&ts that aave not done the like, catnugt ſay. Behold we 
bave forſaken all and followed thee. 

As for $. Peters Supremacy over the reſt, were it granted 
that he was a Metropolitan amongſt the Apoſtles, yet the 
Min Propoſition, But the Pope 15 S. Peters (ucceſſor will be 
hard to prove, becaule it is not (o cleer that S. Peter was af 
Kome,much leis Biſhops there. And if the Pope did Sneceed 
him Locally, it doth not follow that therfore hee doth ſuc» 
ceed him in his piety and Priviledges. But the conclufiyn 
is to Jarge by odds for the Primifes,that therefore the Pope 
is (u-reme to all Kings andEmperours ig all.cauſes S iritity 
all and Temporal S. Peter preach't the contrary 1 Epift. Peter 
3. chap. *&.'13. .. Submit your ſclues to every ordinance of m.n, t0 
the King as Sutreme. 

Bit anjong|t ail ele Arguments brought to prove S. Pe- 
ters (i;premacy Ido: not read this of my Text, which may be 
allezged to coufirm it ax well as any of the Reſt. For it ſhews 
in wat gread Authority he was about our Saviour, that the 
pericion for them all muſt be prefered by bim, and he doth 
It {1+ v120roufly and effeftuglly that he deſerves to be ownd 
as tie Carift among them for it. 

Taereare5 Circuttances very remarkable which he ob» 
ſerved inthis prefenting of it. 

Two are concealed in the 7ext, 

Fit that he did ie (pcntaneoufly, and of his own accord; 
wed not read that any of tie Apoſtles did move or ſo!-

Secondly, he doth it gratisand without reward, we do 
not find that he either a>ked or received auy thing for his 
Fains; He knew cuat they had forlaken all cotollow Chriſt, 
and therefore it were n"t reaſonable to expeR any thing 
from them. For if long Soliciting and money muſt dy it, 
then they who never did forlake what tiey had Were fitter 
to procure it, 

To theſe two we may adde one more, t'at there is ſome 
probability that S. Peter was appointed by our Saviour to 
promote cheir common intereſt : orat leaſt received a hint 
from him waen he ſhould do it, for our Saviour never left 
preſſiag the Argument he was upon untill' S. Peter took 
occaſi ;n tience to prefer this Petition. 

But there are three-other Circumſtances expreſſed in 
the words, which are required in all that will promote a 
Petition to the beſt advantage. 

Firſt, he cakes his beft opportunity for it, all times are 
not proper to exhibice Peticions for rewards, 

S, Peter therefore waited his ficteſt eime, and when lie 
had found it, Then Peter anſwered and ſaid unto bim, Behold, 
we have firſakgn all and followed thee, &c. 

Secondly, he did it not coldly and jejunely, as the man- 
n.r of molt men is: not caring whether it ſpeed or not, (0 
they may be well paid for it, in ſo nwch that one petition 

begets another, and mens bufine(s is never at an end. But 
S. Peter doth ic affe&ionately, with an '143 Behold, I pray 
cake notice of it; that wee have forſaken all and tollowed 
thee. 
But ſome may ſay, what needs this Emphaſis and note of 
ob/ervation toour Saviour; for he knew their (ufferings 
tefore, and needs not chat any Man ſhould Aske him. 
Iubn 16, God 
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God indeed knows all our works and wants, Yet he com- 
mands us to pray unto him to help us.Call »pon me in the time 
of Trouble and I will bear thee Pal. $9. It isour duty to pray 
unto God for what we need, and our own wants call upon 
usfor it, Great men will expe& that inferiours ſhould make 
their Addreſſes unto them by way of petition;and we are;al- 
ſo conſtrained todo it,to put them in minde of us. For 
though God needs no rememberancer, yet men do: And 
be they never ſo willing to help us, chey may be ignorant 
or forgeefull of other mens wants, and it is requihte that 
ſome body ſhould put them in minde. But becauſe we ſhall 
hardly fiade any man like minded as S. Peter was who will 
d» it for us upon ſuch eaſte conditions, it were very con» 
v:nient that ſome eminent ſufferour ſhould beappointed ty 
them for ſuch a Publick conc2rnment. 

Laftly, S. Peter doth it generally for them all, He doth not 
ſay, Beh»ld,I have jm all and fillowed thee, But we have fore 
ſain all and follywed thee. : 

Though he were the cheife and the cheifeſt ſufferer, yet 
doth he not put ſo much as one Grain to weigh down his 
own ſcale. And (o 1 paſs from the Circumſtances to the An» 
ſer which is the ground and reaſon of his following Peti-

Yet an aQual forſaking all, nor a locall following is not 
always here meant. 

For a man may forlake all aud not follew Chriſt, and he 
may follow Chriſt and yet not forſake all. Many may fol» 
low him locally who donor follow him cordially. 

But to forſake all and not to follow Chriſt, is loſt labour,

Here I mighr paG particularly upon all the Apoſties, and 
examine theirloſes leverally what they bad foriaken and 
how long , and hoy, far, they followed aim, becauſe 
S, Peter layes ic down as anargument, and groundot a

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Reward. S. Matthew he £132 his place in the Cuſtome 
houſe, Math. 9. S. Peter and the reſt forſook their Ships and 
Nets,Matth 4. and they fellywed him from Feruſalem to Gallilee 
end «ther parts, but I ſhould be too tedious. 

For theſe two Branches Forſaken all,and Followed thee, may 
be varied many Wayes 

Some forſake all and do not follow Chriſt, but their 
own Fancies, as Crates the Theben threw all his Goods in- 
to the Sea, becauſe he would not be troubled with them. 

$o the Anabaptiſts and Quakers aud the Phanatick Crew, 
many of them were contentto forſake all they had that 
they might enjoy there own fond Opinions; dangerous per» 
ſons,yetmen that deſerve to be pittied for their folly,ifthey 
would but keep within the compaſs of the Laws. 

Others there are that follow Chriſt, and yet forlake no- 
thing: So Indas followed him as if he had forſaken all, when 
he could have found no place where_he could have gain'd 
more; yet he followed him onely to betray him and thoſe 
that did follow him truly,and to drive them from him;ſome 
will neither forlake any thing for Chriſt nor yet follow him 
theſe are Neuters, neither hot nor cold, who care not what 
becomes of all ſo they may keep what they have, ſome for- 
fake nothing nor follow Chriſt, but openly follow his ene- 
mies; yet theſe are not ſo dangerous as thoſe that ſeemed to 
follow him and kept correſpondence with his Enemies. 

Bur muſt all chac follow Chriſt cruly, atually forſake all 
that they have ? 

I marvel why Beza faith that the Apoſtles fo left their 
ſhips that they never afterwards returned to Fiſhing for 
Scultelus obſerves, that the ſame word is uſed 1 Sam. 173 
when Davidleft his Fataers ſheep witha keeper untill ne 
—_ with Goliab , but he returned tothem after- 
wards. 

Chriſt doth not require of all men the ſame conditions he 
propounded tothe younZ man: ſo ſome he ſends home to 
their houſes to take care of their Families, where they 
mightlive there witha ſafe conſcience, as wee read 
C Mark,

'Apiz2uss mdvra fignifies not to loſe all, but to abate 
the love to all, as it is uſed Rev. 2. 4. The Church of Rome 
hath her Yoraries who take upon them a vow of poverey, 
and they Gay they forſake all tofollow Criſt. Bur Charles 
now Duke of Lor-4ine, 451 have been credibly informed , 
when ſome of his ſfouldiers had plundred a rich Monaſtery, 
and the Friers complained to tim, hopeinsg to fin-le repara- 
tion, he deſired to know of them, which went ealieſt t1 
heaven, the Rich or the poor! They replied, Doubtleſs the 
poor; then ſaith he, Thave ſent more to heaven then you 
all; for ] have made many poor, and I mean to make you 
all ſo before I have done. 

Now though our Saviour 1n his ſpeech to his diſciples 
before my Text, did ſhew the = danger of Riches, yet 
he expound: his meaning, Mark. 10. 24. it is onely fo for 


thoſe that do ? ut theirtruſt in Riches. 


For we read of many Rich Kings and Princes, as Ds'id, 
Solomon, Hezekjab, which have been great Saints; a5 alſo of 
Abrabam, Iſaak, and Facob, Iob, Zachary, and others very Rieh 
men; and Chriſt tells us Matth 8. ſpeaking ofthe Rich Cen- 
twrion, That many ſhall come from the Eaft and from the Weſt, and 
ſhall fit down with Abrabam, Iſ:ak, and I2cob, in the Kinzdome of 
Heaven,alwaies providedthatrhey be willing to forſake all a3 
Abrabam was,who when he wascalle.1to go out obeyed,& be 
went out not knowing whether be went Heb, 14. Bur if ſuch rich 
men live in ſuch a havpy age of the Church where no per- 
ſecution drivesthem to it, yet they may ſay, Bebold, we have 
forſaken all and followed thee. 

By forfaking all, is not ſo much meant the forſaking of 
our —_ if we can hold them with a ſafe conſcience,as 
the forſaking ofour fins. 


Many during the late troubles, forſook their friends and 
Eſtates to preſerve a good conſcience, who yet did not for- 
faketheir curſing and ſwearing, and ſome other groſs fins, 
which mizhe 
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might caſt a cloud over the ſuceels, but yet their Adver- 
faries Who forced them our of their eftatesby prefling ſtrange 
Oathsand Engagments upon them, by oerny, ſeque- 
{ring, and Impriſoning them,were not free from the {ame 
vices; yet they will commonly be the men who ſhall firſt 
come- upon change of times, when they have only fallen 
our 1n paiting ſtakes, and cry with open mouth, Behold, we 
have forſaken all and followed thee, What ſhall we have therefore ? 
Men that can ſail with any wind; a true Hieroglyphick of 
of the Netherlands. 

And theſe will ofrimes outvyye the reſt, as Mercury out 
ated Socio in Amphitruo, untill ſuch time as the Play was 
ended, and his Vizard and diſguiſe was taken off.

Of ſuch our Saviour foretold, Matth. 7, Many will («y te 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have not we- prophefied in tby Name, 
and in thy name caft out devils, and inthy name done many won- 
derful- things ? and then will I profeſs wnto them I never 
hnew you? depar from mee that work iniquity; 

We aci:novledge with everlafting thankfulneſs, and to 
One above all the reſt, that thereare many noble Huſhais 
that can be of Abſai:ms Counſel, and yet do the greateſt 
lervice to King David; and ſuch were ſome of thoſe by 
whoſe vertues and Indeavours next under Cod and 
your Majeſty, we injoy our preſent happineſs. Taeſe have 
creat Reaſon to ſay, We have forſaken all and followed thee; 
I/bat ſhall we have therefore? | 

And it 1s for their fakes that your gracious Al of In- 
dempnity hath made us all equal in your future favours; and 
it will not be well-conſtrued by any of our reconciled 
friends, who ſtood in need of it, to be a title tothem, or 3 
bar ro us. : 

So I come to the Qieftion, which is the Petition ir ſelf 
IWhat fall we bave therefore ? 

A very rugged and blunt Petition at the firſt hearing, aud 
will be chought by ſome, better becoming a ſvuldier than 
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an Apoſtle, becanſe Souldiers bred in the Camp, are not 
uſually well verſt in the ſmooth language ofthe Court. 

It13 true, ofall the Apoſtles S.Peter was moſt the (ouldier, 
for he ware a ſword, Fobn 13. and when his Maſter was be- 
oped andtaken,he drew it, and ſmote the bigh Priefts ſervant 

cut off bis right ear; and had not our Saviour menaced 
him, and commanded him to put it up agair, becauſe he 
drew it againſt Authority, he might for ought we know, 
have cut out his brains with it, as well as he cut off his ear, 
thougi taat were the Sword which I ſaw at Parzs abore 30, 
years ſince, which the Friers maintain to be his, which was 
little above a foot long, if it were {o much. 

And now Iam thus far upon my way,it will be no digre{- 
ſion to go one ſtep further to encounter our modern Cai- 
laſts, ſuch as call chemſelves Fifth Monarchy-men, who 
would perſwade us, that all the Apoſtles were of their 
Creed, ready to fight for Chriſts temporal Monarchy ; and 
then their gloſs upon S. Peters Petition here will be, that 
he petitioned onely for ſome g1 eat places at Court, when 
Chriſt ſhould raign upon earth; which were a fowl errour in 
our Apoltle, when as the young man had ſo lately petition- 
ed our Sayiour in his hearing tor eternal lite. 

But it js apparent by our Saviours. Anſwer to S. Peters 
Perition,that $.Peter peritioned onely for the ſame —_ the 
young man did; Even everlaſting life, becau'e they had for- 
fakenall to follow him, which tie young man 1etuſed to do 
when he might enjoy-it. 

I deny not, but that ſome of the Apoſtles might ſome- 
times have had an eye to Chriſts temporal kingdome, be- 
canſe their queſtion to our Saviour immediately before his 
aſcenſion into heaven ſeems to look that way ; Lord,wilt 
thu at this time reſtore the kingdome again unto Iſrael? Ads 1. 
But they preacht no ſuch Do@rine after his Aſcention into 
heaven; when the holy Ghoſt had once deſcended upon 
them in the feaſt of Pentecoſt. 

Nor did our Saviour teach them any ſuch leſſon when he 


was converſant among them, butthe contrary in = an- 
wer 
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this world. If my kingdome were of this world, then would my ſer» 
vants fight for me that I ſhonld not be delivered zo the Fews; but 
now my kingdome is not from hence, 

in which Words are two Enthymems. 

Firſt, Chriſts kingdom is nor of this world. 

Therefore may not his (ervants fight for it. 

Secondly, Temporal Kings have kingdoms of chis world. 
Therefore it is lawful for their ſubje&s co fight for them. 

If then the Fifth Monarchz-men will fight for Chriſts cem- 
poral kingdo -e againſt his command, all ſubjeRs are au- 
thorized by him to fight againſt chem, in defence ofthoſe 
Kings and Princes whole tubjedts they are. 

As for the 73 yy they infiſlt upon , But now my kingdom 
# not from bence, it is but an ill conſequence they would in- 
fer from it, that therefore it ſhall be hereatter. 

For yy now, is not onelyan Adverbof time there, but 
a ſtronger confirmation of what he had aid before: namely, 
My Kin»dome is not of this world. 

Tae Papifts would inforce the like conclufion to main» 
tain their Purgatory aud forgiveneſs of finsafter this Life, 
becauſe our Saviour ſaid Matth. 12. Wheſcever Jpeakgth a= 
#74inft the holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world,nor inthe world to come Theretore, ſay they, ſome fins 
ſhall ©e forgiven inthe world to come: whereas they ſhould 
conclude dire&ly, Therefore the fin againſt che holy Gaoft 
ſhall never be forgiven. Chriſt nevec promiſed his diſci- 
= any earthly kingdome. But this is t1e promi e thathe 

ath promiſed ns, Even eternal life, 1 Fbn 2. 25, S. Paul 
faith the ſame, 2 Tim. 4.18 And the Lord will preſerve me unto 
bis heavenly kingd. m, n#t unto any earthly kingdom. 

See 2 Cor.5.1. We know that if our earthly howſe of this 
Tabernacle were diſſolved, we have a building with God, an houſe 
n'r m:de with hands eternal in the heavens. Where ten is this 
kingdom of Chriſt upon earth, which the Milenaries ſo 
much contend for. |

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There have been formerly very learned men in the Church 
of their judgement; but this Herefie hath been ſo fully con« 
futed, that thereare very few now bne the ignorant Rabble, 
and ſome turbulent ſpirits whe are their Leaders, who will 
live quietly under no government, that hold any ſuch opi- 
nion. 

Ic 15 not poſlible that ſt1ch a temporal Monarchy of Chriſt

For S. Paul exhorts that prayers he made frr Kings, 1 Tim. 2. 
And S. Peter faith,, we mult cbey and h1n1ur thers, 1 Pet, 2.And 
this 15 to be- the Chriſtians Rule to long a+ this world en» 
direth. Now the Fifth M narchy-men, under pretence of 
Chriſts temporal kingdome, pray for the deſtrufion, and 
attempt the ruine of all Kings and Prince-: That I rather 
think thisto be a cloak for their Rebellion, then that they 
believe it to betrue, becauſe they refuſe co lay tne Lords 
Prayer,wheresfone Petition is, Thy kingdom come, 

Tam confident that tais Do@rine of theirs 15 that Eating 
Canker -or Gangrene S,. Pau! condemns in H;menexrand 
Philetus, 2 Tim, 2. who concerning the Truth have erred, 
faying, that the Reſurreion - paſt already, and overthrow ihe 
faith of ſome.” For theſe fay that their fifth Monarchy 15 be- 
gunalready, which is as they interpret it, after the firſt Re- 
{urrefion. 

Secondly, Theſeare queſtionleſs the fa)ſe Teachers S. Pe- 
ter ſpeaks of, 2 Pet. 2. But there were falſe Prophets alſo awwng

He askes no 
more tor himſelf, then for the reſt; He doth nor firſt draw 
up a Generall liſt ofthem all, and then leave them ont in 
the Reward; it is not, What thall I have? but What frall we 
have therefire ? 

Secondly the Petition, thougiit found harſh at the firſt 
hearing, yet ir is very modeſt and humble; For he doth not 
come to Indent with our Saviour before hand, What ſhall 
we have, and we will forſake all and follow thee? if we may 
have the greateſt commands and places about thee, No, bur 
beiolJd we have done that long fince, We have forſakgns all 
end f'llowed thee, 

Thirdly, he doth not preſcribe as the ſons of Zebedee did, 
Mat.29. Grant that we may ſit, one on thy right hand,and the other 
on thy left in thy Kingdome.But he commits that wholly to his 
Arbitrement. 

Fourthly, He faith not? What ſhall we have preſently?But 
in the ficure Tencee Wat ſhall webave therefore >
